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1« A large percentage of the cadre personnel of the ?P Beroitschaft 
in .Valdfrioden near Burg were transferred to Halle (H 52/D 92) 
on 1 December 1950 to activate a new Vi’ Bereitochaft there. Other 
police from ■•alcfriedon were transferred to Oera and a place on 
Ruegen Island, leaving only a snail cadre of police in Valdfrieden. 
Prior to their reassignment, the police in ,/aldfrieden were inspected 
by a Soviet colonel. The police who were transferred to Halle moved 
into a barracks installation which, at first, also quartered some 
Soviet troops who, however, shipped out soon afterwards. By inte- 
grating police recruits into the unit, the new VP Bereitochaft in 
Halle reached a strength of about 2,000 men by 1 $ December 1950. For 
training, the VP Bereitochaft received several old T-3U tanks from an 
unidentified Soviet unit. Those wore picked up and driven to the 
barracks installation at night. * 

2, It was learned on 10 February 1951 that 730 police who had connle tod 
15 months of VP service were being trained in the old barracks" instal- 
lation on vjrabowstrasse , Prcnslau (HI 5E/Q 02 i). Upon graduation they 
would Be commissioned as VP Koramissars. The unit was Equipped with 
nine new Soviet trucks and several Czech passenger cars. .,hile on 
town leave, the Vp trainees attempted to males young men sign up for 

VP service. They usually carried application forma with them. It was 
learned that 800 newly promoted VP Komntissare had been graduated 
from the installation on 7 November 1950. ** 

3. A former VP Meister of Rostock (M 55/0 81) stated on 20 January 19.51 
that the VP Beroitschaft, there was newly activated under the reorgani- 
zation program of the Bcrcitschaftspolizei. Upon its reorganization, 
the VP Bnreitschaft in Rostock consisted of three infantry Kommandoo, 
two artillery Abteilungen, two tank Abteilungen and one Sonderabteilung 
which was allegedly equipped with rocket launchers. VP Kommandeur 
Ruebeling, (fnu), was commanding officer of the VP BereLtschaft, and 

VP Komnandeur Brondel, (fnu), PK officer.
